THE YEAR’S CROPS. 


The December Report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture gives quite 
a full summary of the crop reports of 
the past year. The corn crop is 
placed at 2,523,648,312 bushels; aver- 
age yield per acre 26.8 bushels; aver- 
age price per bushel 40.3 cents. For 
the first time in twenty years the New 
England Maine, New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont, are credited with 
a yield of from 21.7 to 23.3 bushels 
per acre. We the 
have quit counting bushels of ears and 
got down to bushels of corn. Hereto 
fore they have usually ranked ahead 
of tht corn growing states of the 
west, which always struck us as an 
absurdity. 

The greatest yields per acre in 1902 
were in Missouri 389, Illinois 38.7, 
Ohio 38, Indiana 37.9, Nebraska 32.3, 
Iowa 32, Kansas 29.9. This of course 
means bushels, but takes no account 
of the proportion between marketable 
and unmarketable, or the feeding 
value. It may interest our readers 
who are about to move north to know 
that Wisconsin had a crop of 28.2, 
Minnesota of 22.8, North Dakota of 
19.4, South Dakota of 18.9. 

The yield of winter wheat is esti- 
mated at 411,788,666 bushels; average 
yield per acre 14.4; price per bushel 
64.8 cents. Spring wheat yielded 258,- 
274,342 bushels, or an average yield of 
14.7 bushels per acre and qa price on 
the farm of 60.2 cents. 

The yield of oats is placed at 987,- 
842,712 bushels, or a yield per acre 
of 34.5, price per bushel 30.7 cents. 
The yield of barley is given at 134,- 
954,023; yield per acre 29; price per 
bushel 45.9 cents. 

It is estimated that there has been 
an increase in the acreage of winter 
wheat of 5.1 compared with the sowing 
of 1901. The condition December Ist 
was 99.7 and the nine year average 
91.4. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the report is a quotation from the 
London Times on the effect of the 
short corn crop of the United States 
in 1901, the effects of which are far 
reaching, more so than our readers 
perhaps realize. The decrease in 
numbers of importations of cattle in 
the United Kingdom for feed was 21 
per cent, sheep 23.4. The decrease in 
importation of fresh beef was 30.5 
per cent, salt beef 23.1, fresh pork 21.9, 
bacon 23.6, hams 23.7, other meat 13.6, 
butter 66.1, cheese 25.4, lard 20.5, corn 
95.1, oats 79.2. 

It will be noticed that the importa- 
tions of corn were only about one-

twentieth of the amount of the pre- 
vious year, oats about one-fifth and 
butter about one-third. We did not 
send them the oats and corn because 
the price was too high: we did not 
send them the butter because we need 


ed it ourselves. 

Another interesting feature of the 
report is that of the sugar beet crop 
of the United States. The production 
of beet sugar in the United States is 
estimated at 195,800 tons; Louisiana 
cane sugar 250,000; Porto Rico 100 
000; Hawaiian Islands 315,000; Phi! 
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lipine Islands (exports) 102,000. These 
are long tons of 2,240 pounds. 

It will be interesting to our readers 
who are fond of canned tomatoes to 
know that the total pack, in the United 
States and Canada this year is in 
round numbers 9,300,000 cases as 
against 4,300,000 a year ago, another 
effect of the dry weather. 

Corn raisers may also be interested 
to know that the corn crop of Italy 
averages only 21 bushels per acre, or 
about three-fourths of a normal aver- 
age yield. It is quite likely that the 
same conditions that effect Italy would 
effect the corn growing regions of the 
Danube. 

They will also be interested and cer- 
tainly not surprised to know that rail- 
way rates have been Increased from 
Mississippi river points two and a 
half cents per hundred pounds on 
grain and grain products, and five 
cents per hundred pounds on 
dressed meats both for domestic 
shipments and those intended for ex- 
port. In other words, the increase on 
grains has been about 12% per cert 
and the increase on meats about 20 
per cent. Whether this wil! ve di- 
vided between the farmer and the fel- 
low on the other side remains to ve 
seen. An equal increase may be ex- 
pected in rates west of the Mississippi 
river as soon as the experts can 
figure it out. 


SOUND CORN IN THE SOFT CORN 
COUNTRY. 


We this week continue the extracts 
from letters from farmers who have 


grown sound corn in the soft corn 
country. 
Mr. Frank Brewer of Dickinson 


county, Iowa in the northwestern part 
of the state adjoining the Minnesota 
line writes: 

“T had a variety of yellow corn which 
I have planted for four or five years 
and which had been planted in the 
neighborhood three or four years be- 
fore I grew it. I considered it run out 
and would not plant it any more, but 
a former neighbor, living ten miles 
from me, bought what seed I had and 
planted it and harvested a crop of 65 
bushels per acre, all good sound corn. 
I think it did so well because of change 
in locality as I planted a little of it to 
finish out with and it ripened but was 
small and nubbiny. I bought several 
lots of new seed. One was a yellow 
dent which had been planted in this 
locality one year and at first was con- 
sidered a late corn and yet it got ripe 
enough so that when picking and sort- 
ing it over there were only two or three 
bushels of soft corn in a load, the bal- 
ance being good sound corn. I bought 
four bushels of corn from near Em- 
metsburg in the northern part of the 
state, white and red mixed, nameless. 
It has a large ear and is considered a 
late corn. It ripened, however, about 
the same time as the yellow and 
yielded about 40 bushels of good sound 
corn besides five or six bushels of soft 
corn. The rest of my seed I bought 
from a neighbor. It was white dent, 
did not get ripe, and was fit for nothing 
but hog feed and some of it scarcely 
worth husking. The white and red 
mixed corn was the best in the neigh- 
borhood. I planted it on a piece of 
very rich ground, cultivated it as I did 
all my corn, going through it five or 
six times.” 

Mr. T. E. Bly of Nobles county, Min- 
nesota, writes: 

“I raised sound corn last year, us- 
ing Pride of the North bought two 
years ago from a Minneapolis com- 
pany. It is a medium sized corn with 
long grains and rather small cob. I 
took the seed last season from the first 
ears that ripened, dried it thoroughly 
before cold weather, and nearly every 
grain grew. Sound corn is a scarce 
thing in this locality this year.” 

Mr. John J. Walsh of Douglas coun- 
ty, South Dakota, gives his experience 
as follows: 

“The corn crop with us did not 
amount to much this year. I planted 
seed that I brought from Crawford 
county, in northwestern Iowa. It is 
good sound corn, but of a flinty va- 
riety. It promised to be a good crop 
but the season was too short for it.” 

Mr. W. E. Haight of Cherokee coun- 
ty, Iowa, writes: 

“T planted a yellow corn that has 
been grown on my farm for the past 
seven years. I selected ears when 
husking measuring from nine to eleven 
inches and containing from sixteen to 
twenty-two rows called the Armstrong 
because grown by a farmer of that 
name in O’Brien county (norfhwest). 
This corn was quite sound and was 
cribbed without sorting. It was grown 
on clover sod and yielded 55 bushels, 








wagon box measure. Corn of the same 
variety planted on ground not 
manured or following clover was not 
sound. There was a great deal of corn 
grown in this locality from seed bought 
from seedsmen from a distance which 
is nearly all soft and not fit to crib.” 

Mr. John W. Ernst of Floyd county, 
lowa, in the northern part of the state, 
writes: 

“It was the cold, wet summer that 
made soft corn on cold soil while on 
black loose soil farmers grew sound 
corn. Some blame the frost for the 
soft corn, but if there had been no 
frost until the first of January, with 
the same temperature we had in July 
and September, there would have been 
soft corn all the same. Varieties had 
not much to do with it last summer. I 
have grown Gold Mine for three sea- 
sons. I had three pieces of Gold Mine 
last season. One piece of twenty-five 
acres was black, loose soil, part of 
which froze while the other was green 
for five weeks longer. That which was 
not frozen early was gq little loose on 
the cob but hard. Twelve acres was 
planted on a cold, clay soil. It looked 
well and was green while neighboring 
corn was dry, but when husked it was 
soft and badly filled. Another piece of 
twenty-two acres was still worse, be- 
ing on a heavy clay. I do not believe 
the variety or frost had much to do 
with the soft corn. It was the wet, 
cool September. Corn must have a cer- 
tain number of degrees of heat in the 
soil to mature sound corn, and where 
was the heat to come from last year 
on a clay and wet soil? This is my 
mind on soft and hard corn. I find that 
all over the neighborhood that deep, 
black soil raised sound corn. I do not 
mean black, wet soil, but black, dry 
soil.” 

Our readers may draw their own con- 
clusions from these letters and those 
published in a previous issue. To us it 
seems evident that the sound corn was 
grown mostly from seed that had be- 
come acclimated and that the natural 
richness of the land, the amount of 
humus in the soil, and the cultivations 
were large factors in determining 
whether the farmer grew sound or soft 
corn last year.

GRASS QUESTIONS. 

A Humboldt county, 
writes: 

“T have thirty acres of land seeded 
to timothy and oats last year. It is 
a light stand and I would like to get 
some clover and blue grass on the 
same land. How should the seed be 
sown and the ground handled to get 
a catch?” 

If the ground is full of water, as 
it is now and is likely to be next 
spring, we would sow the grass seed 
on the timothy before the frost goes 
out of the ground and take our 
chances. It will probably be too wet 
to do anything else until it Is rather 
late to sow clover this year. If the 
ground were dry and should remain 
dry when the frost goes out, we would 
sow the grass seed and cover with ua 
light harrow. This year we think if 
grass seed is sown on the surface be- 
fore the frost goes out, on anything 
except sandy lands, the expansion 
and contraction of the soil during the 
month of March would cover the seed 
sufficiently. 

The same correspondent writes us 
that he has ten acres of land sown 
to wheat last spring and that the 
crop is still standing. It is heavy 
black soil, level, without good drain- 
age and not tiled. He would like to 
get from this ten acres pasture for

There 
no rule about these things that « 
be laid down for general application 
All that we can do is to state t! 
principles that govern and note ft} 
application of these that should ly 
made under particular circumstances 
Remember, there is not a line goes 
into Wallaces’ Farmer that is not in 
tended to be of practical use to some 
farmer somewhere. It should, there- 
fore, be read carefully, noting all the 
conditions and circumstances under 
which any application of general prin 
ciples is suggested.

TO SOW CLOVER IN FEBRUARY OR 
LATER WITH OATS. 

A Warren county, Iowa correspond 
ent writes: 

“T have eighteen acres of land that 
I wish to seed down. Will it be bet- 
ter to sow the seed in February or 
wait until seeding time and sow the 
clover with the oats? Will it pay to 
tile wet places in the spring or wait 
until I want to farm it and then tile? 
I am afraid I can not secure a stand 
at seeding time.” 

If our correspondent can do it at 
all, we advise him to tile this land 
this spring. Even if he secures a 
stand of clover, it will be likely to 
freeze out next year if the land re- 
mains untiled, and even if it should 
not, land that needs drainage will 
produce a poorer quality of clover, 
or anything else but slough grass, 
than if it is tiled out so that the 
plants can receive the _ requisite 
amount of air. For the worst dam- 
age that surpius water does in the 
soil is filling it up so as to exclude 
air from the roots of the plants. It 
does damage in other ways as well. 
Land that is saturated with water 
can not have its full supply of oxy- 
gen. Our advice, therefore, would be 
to tile the land if possible. 

As he can not tile the land before 
time to sow the oats on account of 
frost, he may as well seed down in 
February and give the grass seeds 
the full use of the land and tile in 
the fall. We would advise him in 
this case to put some alsike with his 
clover and timothy, as on lands of 
this kind alsike is a much surer 
crop and is less liable to freeze out. 
If, however, his land is sufficiently 
dry to sow oats, then we would wait 
until seeding time and sow the seed- 
ing with the oats, using only the 
Early Champion or some other early 
variety. We regard sowing clover 
and timothy with late oats as a very 
urgent invitation to failure. If he can 
do without the crop of oats, he will 
be much surer of a stand, if he sows 
as early as_ possible and gives the 
grasses the full use of the land. 
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THE FUTURE PRICE OF BINDING 
TWINE. 

We recently had an interview with 
a gentleman who has been for some 
years in the Philippines and who at 
our request gave some attention to the 
binding twine industry, and from what 
he tells us we fear that farmers will 
have to pay relatively high prices for 
twine for some years tocome. The rea- 
sons he assigns are as follows: 

First, the disarrangement of busi- 
ness on the islands on account of war. 
Many buildings were burned and the 
industry in other ways disordered. 

Second, the artificial advance in the 
price of labor. The Filipino has no 
idea of getting ahead. He lives simply 
from hand to mouth. Under the Span- 
ish rule he had to work a good deal of 
the time to make a living; under the 
American rule he needs to work very 
little. If working one day will keep 
him a week, he will work only one day, 
unless there may be a cock fight ahead 
when possibly he will work two. He 
takes the teaching of the Scripture in 
its utmost literalness: “Lay not up 
for yourselves treasures on earth.” 
Why should the Filipino work when he 
does not have to? and he does not have 
to very much. The more he is paid, the 
less work you can get out of him, un- 
less you can get him away from home 
and keep him there for a considerable 
time by main force, when he will work 
to be a rich man at home for awhile, 
but he does not lay it up against you 
and will work for you when you want 
him again. 

Another cause of high twine is a 
disease among the caribou, or draft 
oxen, the only draft animal used in 
that country. Many of these have died 
with rinderpest or some similar con- 
tagious disease, and there are not 
enough animals left to haul twine to 
the seaboard. 

Another reason is the excessive 
charges for transportation from the 
various ports to Manilla, the point of 
shipment. There is far more shipping 
than there are ships and as a matter of 
course the price goes up. 

From these and other reasons our 
informant thinks farmers will have to 
pay higher prices for twine the next 
year, and yet he adds: 

“I do not know whether I am right 
or not. I thought after I had been in 
the Philippines six months that I knew 
all about it. ‘I am not sure that I know 
anything now. The longer you stay in 
the Philippines the less you know, or 
at least think you know. Certain it is 
that the Filipino will not work except 
he has to. The Chinaman will work 
but the government will not let him in, 
and if he does go in he gets rich hand 
over fist, turns everything into gold, 
and then goes back to China.” 





A TALK TO NEW SUBSCRIBERS 
ON RAPE. 


We have long regarded it one of the 
duties of the agricultural editor to keep 
himself fully advised as to the merits 
and demerits of any new crop sug- 
gested or advertised, to learn every- 
thing possible about its cultivation, 
the latitude or longitude and the soil 
to which it may be adapted, aud its 
value to the grower. It is equally 
his duty to warn against new crops 
or new varieties that are pushed by 
seedsmen or interested parties which 
may not be of any real value. 

Acting on this principle, we have 
warned our readers against growing 
winter oats and crimson clover north 
of latitude forty. We have advised 
them from time to time that other 
plants extensively advertised were of 
no special value and not worth their 
notice. There are, however, a few 
crops that have been brought forward 
in the last few years that are of great 
value and we propose in a series of 
articles to discuss these various crops 
so plainly that our readers can not 
possibly make any mistake if they 
follow our suggestions. 

One of the most valuable of these 
new crops is rape. It is strictly speaking 
not a new crop as it has been grown 
for scores of years, but it is new as 
a larm crop in the Mississippi valley. 
It is about ten years since we grew 
it first on our own farm and we have 
watched it ever since, and now speak 
of it with more confidence than ever 
previded our suggestions are followed. 

The new subscriber may ask: What 
S rape? It is a turnip that does not 
nave any root; a cabbage that does not 
have any head. In other words, it be- 
longs to the same family of plants as 
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the cabbage and turnip; is subject 
largely to the same insect enemies, 
but is used only as a forage crop. It 
is a biennial, hence will not live over 
winter north of southern Missouri nor 
east of the Rocky Mountains. It pro- 
duces its seed the second year. It is 
grown entirely for forage. You can- 
not by any possibility make it into 
hay. It is therefore, a summer forage. 
It may be used as a soiling crop, but it 
is most profitable used simply as a 
pasture. 

For what kind of stock? Any kind, 
but most profitably for hogs or sheep. 
We are speaking now of the Dwarf 
Essex rape—rape that has been grown 
in England for centuries as a forage 
crop—and not the bird seed rape 
which is grown on the continent for 
the oil and which is an entirely differ- 
ent plant, and should not under any 
circumstances be sown. 

First, we recommend our readers to 
grow it as a hog pasture, and follow the 
directions we have given in our article 
on “Swine Breeding for a Year to 
Come.” Get it in as early as you can, 
as early as you can sow oats, for it 
will stand a good deal of cold weather 
and germinates at a low point. We 
are satisfied that with the same prepa- 
ration of the ground and with an ex- 
penditure of 25 or 30 cents per acre for 
seed, @ man can grow as much pork 
from an acre of rape well managed 
as he can from an acre of corn, and 
grow his pork at a time of year when 
corn is usually high priced and often 
searce. We recommend beginners, 
therefore, to plow up three or four 
acres around the barn, which. usually 
goes to weeds, and sow it to rape and 
oats just as soon as the ground will do 
to sow oats, but be sure it is rich land, 
for the richer the land, the more rape 
you will get. 

Again, rape may be sown in the 
corn field just before it is plowed the 
last time, the plowing of which will 
cover the seed. If there is moisture 
enough to secure germination, you will 
have some growth, but not a great 
deal if the corn is heavy except in 
places where there are hills missing 
or there has been a washout, or a wet 
slough. It will, however, pay in keep- 
ing down the weeds for the cost of the 
seed which is 25 or 30 cents per acre, 
and will furnish, where the corn is 
husked on the stalk, a fine amount 
of fall feed for anything pastured in 
cornstalks and will, we think, render 
the pasturing of cornstalks much saf- 
er than it is when they have nothing 
but dry forage. 

Many farmers have made a nice pile 
of money by sowing rape with their 
spring sown grain where they are not 
seeding down to grass at the same time. 
There is some risk in this. We do not 
advise the sowing of rape with the 
spring sown grain for the reason that, 
given an even start, it is apt to make 
so much growth as to interfere with 
the development of the grain crop, 
and if for any reason the grain will 
lodge the rape will go through and 
you will find it impossible to harvest 
the crop to any advantage. There are 
seasons in which this will not occur, 
but we do not advise our readers to 
risk it, although many have done so 
successfully while others have met 
with failure. 

The proper way to do is to drill in 
your small grain, which on general 
principles should be done anyhow, 
then when your spring grain is from 
two to four inches high, say three or 
four weeks after sowing, sow your 
rape and run over the field with a 
light harrow, going the way it is 
drilled. This will not injure the crop, 
may possibly benefit it, and will se- 
cure you a stand of rape which will 
not make sufficient growth to inter- 
fere with your harvest, and will after 
harvest give you all the fall pasture 
you want until December. 

What will you do with it? Well, 
the best way to handle a large crop 
of rape, if you have not enough stock 
to eat it is to buy a carload of sheep, 
turn them onto it, and when they have 
used it up completely give them a 
little grain if needed, and ship them to 
market. Some of our readers have 
made as much as $5 per acre on this 
second crop. 

There are four objections that have 
been made to rape culture. One is 
that the worms are likely to eat it up. 
This happens occasionally, especially 
when rape is sown early. The cabbage 
worms are as fond of rape as they are 
of cabbage, and we have seen fields 
of it which, when the worm was going 
through its larvae stage, were quite 
black and not at all pretty. It will, 
however, recover and furnish plenty 





of pasture, even after it has grown a 
crop of worms. 

Another objection is that it taints 
milk. We think this objection is well 
founded, provided the cows are allowed 
to feed on it several hours before milk- 
ing. If turned on after milking for 
an hour or two, this is said not to oc- 
cur. 

The third objection is that it blisters 
the backs and ears of hogs. We do not 
think there is much in this objection. 
It is quite true that many hogs turned 
into rape fields last year blistered, and 
in a few cases died. Other hogs 
turned into clover fields, or in tall 
grass of any kind, had the same ex- 
perience, while thousands of hogs fed 
in rape fields did not. We, therefore, 
came to the conclusion that it was not 
the rape at all, but climatic condi- 
tions which prevailed during the last 
season. We never heard of it before 
the year 1902, and may not hear of it 
again for ten years. 

The fourth objection is that it will 
bloat sheep and lambs. This is most 
true, and although we have never 
heard of it, we would expect it would 
bloat cattle. It is, however, net any 
worse than clover, nor as bad as al- 
falfa. All our friends have faults; we 
have faults ourselves, and until we 
are perfect men, and have a perfect 
civilization, we must expect to bear 
with the faults of animals and plants 
as well as human beings. 

We have written all this for two 
classes of subscribers; the one some 
thousands of new ones, some of whom 
may have never heard of rape before, 
and the other some thousands of old 
ones who have read of it but failed 
to avail themselves of its advantages. 
A gentleman who traveled extensively 
in Missouri and Illinois last fall tells 
us that whenever he saw a rape field 
he concluded that the owner of it 
subscribed for Wallaces’ Farmer and 
on inquiry he found this to be the 
case in almost every instance. 

It is our aim to farm constantly with 
our readers, and help them to help 
themselves. We are quite sure that 
if they follow our suggestions in ei- 
ther of the three lines mentioned, it 
will be dollars in their pockets, and 
enough dollars to make them life 
subscribers to Wallaces’ Farmer.

PEAS AND OATS AS A PASTURE. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“T would like to know what you and 
some of your cattle men think of 
sowing peas and oats and at the same 
time seeding the ground down, and 
when it becomes six inches high, or 
such a matter, to turn on steers. I 
would like to know how such a piece of 
ground would compare with ordinary 
blue grass pasture for the first season.” 

We would doubt the propriety of 
sowing peas with the oats for pasture, 
for the reason that if the oats were 
pastured, as they must be to get a 
stand of grass, the peas would have 
comparatively little feeding value on 
account of the lack of maturity. We 
would prefer sowing a mixture of oats, 
spring wheat, barley and rape. The 
grains will furnish pasture up to July, 
and the rape will furnish pasture the 
season through, which the peas would 
not. Our object in substituting rape 
for the peas is to furnish this later 
pasture. Rape and oats alone would 
do fairly well. Whatever is sown, how- 
ever, must be kept pastured down if a 
stand of grass is to be assured. 


AN OLD TIMER TALKS TO THE 
BOYS ABOUT CORN. 


Elsewhere we publish a letter from 
an old farmer to the boys about corn. 
When the boys read the article they 
will be satisfied that Mr. Macy has 
had sufficient experience to command 
attention to what he says. The boys 
may, however, draw a wrong conclu- 
sion from the last paragraph of his 
letter. He tells them, and correctly 
too, how to discover the corn with 
a hard cob and flinty grain and also 
the softer corn and the spongy cob. 
He does not say that you must select 
this corn with what he calls the enam- 
el on it for seed but you must be able 
to distinguish one from the other. 

We would be glad to have many 
such letters from the old boys, the 
object of which will be to teach the 
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yqung ones new tricks and to find out 
by a short cut the many interesting 
things that these old chaps have found 
out by their long years of observation. 

After they have done this a while, 
they will not expect to find a very 
fine ear of corn under a very thick 
husk and especially if it be soft and 
silky on the underside or next the ear, 
just the kind of husks they would 
select to make a good bed on a cold 
night. If our observation is correct, 
they will find that the ear which has 
only about two or three layers of 
husks, and the husks too short at 
one end, will be the best ear. 





THE INDUSTRIAL GROWTH IN THE 
LAST TEN YEARS. 

The New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser has recently published a table 
showing the industrial growth of the 
United States in the last decade. 
Where possible, these figures have 
been taken from the census reports 
for census years, and where these 
have not been available, from the most 
reliable data within reach. 

The increase in the population is 
estimated for these ten years, in 
round numbers, at 21 per cent; that 
is, assuming that the increase for the 
last two years has been in the same 
ratio with the ten years preceding, 
the population in 1902 is 21 per cent 
greater than in 1892. 

Taking the census years and figures, 
the wealth has increased 45 per cent, 
or a little over twice as fast as popu- 
lation. The total deposits in banks 
and trust companies of all kinds has 
increased 101 per cent, or nearly five 
times as fast as population. The 
money in circulation has increased 40 
per cent, or nearly twice as fast as 
population and not quite so much as 
wealth, while the increase per capita 
has been 15.6 per cent. 

The tons of railway freight carried 
one mile, as computed from the inter- 
state commerce commission’s report, 
has increased 78 per cent, showing 
tremendous activity in transportation 
as compared with ten years ago. 

The value of farms and farm prop- 
erty has increased 27.5 per cent, tak 
ing the nation over, the large in- 
crease west of Ohio having evidently 
been balanced by the decrease in the 
eastern and middle states; that is, the 
value of farms and farm property has 
increased six per cant more than pop- 
ulation has increased. The value of 
farm products, however, has increased 
53 per cent, or nearly twice as fast as 
farm property. The value of farm 
animals has increased but 29 per cent. 

The yield of wheat in bushels is 
21.5 per cent, or about the same as the 
increase in population, while the in- 
crease in the yield of corn, this year 
estimated, is 56 per cent as compared 
with 1892. Pounds of wool have in- 
creased but 7.6 per cent, or one-third 
as much as population, and wool man- 
ufactures have decreased in about the 
same proportion. Cotton has increased 
18 per cent, or a little less than popula 
tion, and cotton manufactures 17 per 
cent, still less. 

The production of pig iron has in- 
creased 94 per cent and of steel 173 
per cent. Manufactories have in- 
creased 34 per cent, or about twice 
as fast as population, while the value 
of the product is 39 per cent more. The 
average number of factory employes 
has increased in exactly the same pro- 
portion as population, while the wages 
paid have increased 20 per cent. 

The most remarkable changes, how- 
ever, are in the exports and imports. 
Merchandise imports are 9 per cent 
greater than in 1892 and exports 34 
per cent greater. Agricultural ex- 
ports have increased 6.5 per cent and 
manufactured exports 154.6 per cent. 

Summing it all up, there has been 
a wonderful increase, compared with 
ten years ago, in railroad transporta- 
tion, in the business of banks, in the 
production of iron and steel, and in 
the exports of manufactured products. 
There has been an increase in agri- 
cultural development about in tne 
same proportion as the increase in 
population. It must be remembered 
that this comparison is between the 
year preceding the panic of 1893 and 
the year when to all appearances we 
have about reached the highest level 
of prosperity.

Purchasing a Horse ir Syria. 

The delightful writer whose writ- 
ings appear under the heading “The 
Spectator” in the Outlook, tells in a 
recent issue of the circuitous method 
necessarily pursued in purchasing a 
horse in Syria, as follows: 

“The comparatively easy manner in 
which large real estate and in general 
great financial transactions are accom- 
plished every day in this country re- 
minds the Spectator of the very diff- 
erent methods employed in the East, 
the land of ‘Bookra.’ There the pur- 
chase of a piece of land may be a 
question of months or even of years; 
the very acquisition of a rug is a mat- 
ter for lengthy and delicate negotia- 
tions. All the amenities must be ob- 
served, and none of the _ elaborate 
forms of Oriental politeness must be 
omitted or violated. But if one has 
plenty of time (and wno has not in 
the East?), there is a charm about 
it all far removed from the sordid- 
ness of dollars and cents.’ 

“The Spectator was witness recently 
to the intricate negotiations which led 
up to the purchase by a friend of his 
of an Arab mare with a long pedigree 
which his friend desired to import to 
this country. Now, this animal was 
owned by a certain Greek Patriarch in 
Mount Lebanon, Syria, and that very 
circumstance made the matter one re- 
quiring the greatest finesse and di- 
plomacy. There must be no mention 
of sale or purchase. It would be in- 
sulting even to hint that a Patriarch 


could deal in horseflesh, or traffic in 
anything but the welfare of souls. The 


Occidental mind might find a way out 
of this dilemma difficult. Not so the 
subtle Orient. Nothing could be 
easier. 

“The negotiations were conducted by 
an American long resident in Syria 
and wise in its ways, and the Patriarch 
himself. They began with a letter 
sent by the American to the Patriarch 
and beginning with subjects far re- 
moved from Mare. It inquired solic- 
itously after the Patriarch’s health; 
it hoped for him all the blessings of 
heaven; it dilated on the friendship 
existing between the Patriarch and the 
writer, and cherished the belief and 
hope that it would never cease. Then, 
tentatively and almost as an atfter- 
thought, the letter approached the sub- 
ject of Mare. The writer informed 
the Patriarch that he had as guest 
an American gentleman who was in- 
tensely interested in Arab horse-flesh 
and had even expressed a desire to 
own a pure blooded = mare.

Dealers outside of Iowa do not seem 
to be aware that the dairy counties of 

wa never even in the largest crop 

ears ship out any great amount of 
y9rn and always ship in more than 
hey ship out. The corn crop of north- 
rn lowa has been persistently overes- 
timated, if not in bushels at least in 
lity. Even as far south as the Rock 
land road corn is be.ng shipped in 
ym Missouri, at least so it appears 
from our correspondence with farmers. 

Last year’s crop of corn is now begin- 

ng to find its market abroad and as 

he price drops the movement will in- 
ease. During the month of Decem- 
er, 1902, the shipments were around 

500,.00 bushels per week as com- 

yared with about 5,009,000 bushels per 
week two years ago and about 4,000,000 
bushels per week for the same month 
three years ago. In December, 1901, 
the shipments run about 325,000 bush- 
els per week. The fact is, from the first 
of August, 1901, to the first of Decem- 
ber, 1902, there was but one week in 
which shipments exceeded 1,000,000 
bushels, and that but slightly, while 
some weeks the shipments were below 
30,000 and seldom run over 300,000 
bushels per week. The great drouth of 
1901 cut down the exports of corn 
to mere nominal proportions for seven- 
teen months. 

It is beginning to be apparent that 
last year’s corn crop will not more than 
enable us to carry cur usual reserves 
through next summer which insures a 
good price for a year to come. On the 
other hand it may be noted that the 
corn is so high over the entire west 
that cribbing corn at a profit is almost 
impossible. No man can afford to crib 
corn around 35 cents this time of year 
and hope to sell it at a profit for May 
in Chicago around 43 cents. 





Seeding to Grass in Missouri. 


A subscriber of Jasper county, south- 
eastern Missouri, who broke up a pas- 
ture last spring to get rid of briars ana 
blackberries which were increasing 
from year to year, had a splendid crop 
of corn, and now wishes to get the land 
back to grass and wr -es us for advice. 
He failed to get it sown .o wheat last 
year as he expected and wishes to know 
whether there is any crop of small 
grain that will stand up well and give 
a fair crop and interfere as little as 
possible with the growth of the grass. 
He is afraid that the corn stubble will 
interfere with the cultivation of the 
corn this year and the land is thought 
to be too rich to produce a crop of oats. 

Speaking generally, we advise our 
Missouri farmers who have their lands 
in blue grass not to break them up even 
if they are offered $5 or more per acre 
rent. If briars come up and spread, 
keep sheep, or, if sheep will not keep 
them down, then put up good wire 
fences and keep a few Angora goats. 

The reason why we do not advise 
breaking up land of this kind is be- 
cause Missouri is pre-eminently a blue 
grass country and we believe blue 
grass will pay better for a term of 
years in that section than any other 
crop. We notice in our travels through 
Missouri that the men who have blue 
srass pastures have fine houses and 
other improvements and are liv ing like 
princes, while the men who depend on 
growing corn do not give the same evi- 
dence of thrift and comfort. Our Mis- 
souri farmers tell us, and we know 
they are telling us the truth in the mat- 
ter, that when a blue grass sod is once 
broken up it requires a good many 

ars to get it reset. This is true not 
only in Missouri, but in Iowa, Illinois, 
and everywhere else. We have owned 
a good deal of excellent blue grass land 
in Iowa but the best we could do re- 
quired three years to get a good stand 
and from five to ten years to make a

good pasture, and we have never been 
able to get as good a pasture even in 
fifteen or twenty years on land broken 
up as on land that was never stirred 
by the plow but seeded to blue grass 
on the prairie. 

If our correspondent wishes a stand 
of grass in that latitude we would ad- 
vise him to go on to his corn stubble 
with a disk as soon as the frost is out 
and the land is in condition, disk it 
thoroughly, then sow clover and tim- 
othy and harrow it in, using a pretty 
heavy harrow. 

He proposes, also, to sow orchard 
grass, perennial rye, and Italian rye. 
We do not know anything about these 
grasses in that latitvde. It is quite 
probable, however, that they will do 
well, but if our correspondent, as he 
tells us, has been engaged in other 
business for many years and does not 
know that they will succeed, the sow- 
ing of the perennial and Italian rye 
grass will be purely experimental. 
These are good grasses but they will 
not grow in any latitude in this coun- 
try in which we have had practical ex- 
perience. If, however, he concludes to 
grow a nurse crop, we would suggest 
either the Early Champion oats, or the 
Texas Rust Proof, or Manshury bar- 
ley. In Iowa and northern Missouri, 
we would prefer the Early Champion 
oats because they do not grow so rank 
as the Texas Rust Proof. The latter, 
however, should do better in that lo- 
cality than any other. The point is to 
get as early a variety as possible so as 
to get it off before by its shade it can 
reduce the vitality of the tame grasses. 

In this connection we wish to say to 
our readers from Iowa and Illinois who 
have gone to Missouri to get their land 
in grass as quick as they can, to sow 
blue grass with their clover and tim- 
othy and other grasses so that they 
may occupy the ground until the blue 
grass has time to take possession, 
which it will in time, and in sowing 
tame grasses if they use a spring 
grain for a nurse crop at all use the 
earliest variety they can find. The 
Early Champion is the earliest variety 
of oats with which we are acquainted; 
the Rust Proof is a little later. Barley 
should ripen abcut the same time as 
winter wheat. We would not advise 
the use of any spring wheat that far 
south. 


Moisture in Corn. 

The chemical section of the Iowa 
Experiment Station has recently is- 
sued a press bulletin on moisture in 
corn this year as compared with pre- 
vious years. Samples of corn collected 


near the experiment station by the 
department of agronomy show from 
29.83 to 48.71 per cent water, while 


samples of old corn in two different

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years showed from 11.16 to 11.57 per 
cent, respectively. 

The water free substance in the 
grain differs very little in its chemizal 
constituents from old corn and not 
more than samples of the corn of 1900 
and 1901 did from each other 
in protein, fat, or carbohydrates, so 
that the conclusion which the station 
draws is that the dry matter of corn 
this year is equal in feeding value to 
the dry corn of normal years. 

The cobs in their natural condition 
show from 49.63 to 61.94 per cent 
water as compared with 15 per cent 
in normal years. Neither did tey 
differ widely in their nutritive values 
from the cobs of other years except 
in the matter of protein, in which 
they show an excess. Protein in a 
corn cob, however, is a safely negli- 
gible quantity. 

The station also in co-operation with 
the Iowa Grain Dealers’ Association 
later analyzed some 29 different sam- 
ples of corn from points widely dis- 
tributed over the state. With the ex- 
ception of one sample, which was evi- 
dently very early corn and dried arti- 
ficially, the moisture in grain and cob 
was quite uniform over the state, the 
moisture in the grain- averaging 19 
per cent as compared with the normal 
of 11 per cent for old corn, while 
the moisture in the cob averaged a 
trifle over 27 per cent, and the moisture 
in corn and cob about 21 per cent. 
This is the point that farmers should 
carefully consider and the neglect to 
consider, it in dealing with corn is, 


we think, one cause of disappoint- 
ment with persons who are feeding 
cattle. 


There is one thing lacking in the bul- 
letin and that is a table showing the 
analysis of old corn and cob separate 
so that we could determine the per 
cent of water in the corn and in the 
cob and compare them with that of 
the corn and cob combined. It will 
be observed that in these samples of 
corn, the per cent of water in the 
grain aS compared with cob is in the 
proportion of 19 to 28, showing that 
the cob does not dry out nearly so fast 
as the corn. Therefore, when men are 
buying corn on the cob for feed- 
ing purposes, they are not only 
buying a smaller’ proportion of 
corn in proportion to cob, but 
they are buying a larger’ propor- 
tion of water in the cob than in the 
corn; hence, ordinary rules of buying 
and selling do not operate this year. 
This and the fact that soft corn suf- 
fers in feeding value in very cold 
weather will account for the quite gen- 
eral dissatisfaction with the gains that 
are made on cattle and hogs in the 
corn districts this year. 

The farmer and his boys may very 
profitably put in some evenings shell- 
ing corn and weighing corn and cob 
separately to determine the proportion 
of corn to cob and then drying both 
in the stove to determine the amount 
of water in either. It is not the water 
that puts the fat on. This is a kind 
of succulence for which a man may 
pay too dear.

The barn is 24 ft. high, holds 60 tons 
of hay, has 2,350 feet of shed room 
which will shelter 100 head of cattle, 


of which about 60 can eat hay at the 
same time in the manger in the hay 
which is 100 feet long. Or it will 
store about all the stock, tools, hay 
and grain of a 160-acre farm. 

The elevation shows how it looks, 


the plan shows the strongest possible 
construction, and the bill of stock 
shows not a high priced stick of tim- 
ber in the barn. Less than $200 each 
has been the cost of three of these 
barns on our farm, but lumber is 
higher now. 

It is planned to use all 16 ft. boards 
so as to save $6 per thousand on long 
boards and also to have much lumber 
to select from to get the best boards

the knot to fit on the slant sections -of 
roof. By finding the middlé point in 
each of the three cornered sections of 
roof and putting on a board each side 
of it, not an inch of lumber is cut 
to waste. 

Use poles from the umber if you 
can but don’t buy any cedars over 25 
feet long and it is better to get 20-foot 
poles for the five sides of the high 
part, setting them in the ground only 
enough so they will stand up straight. 
These will give good support for the 
top ends of the low rafters and can 
have 2x6's spiked on to hold the high 
roof, two on each corner post and one 
on each middle post. By spiking in 
a piece of 2-inch stuff in the tops of 
the corner posts where the lower edge 
of the high rafter will come, you will 
have a nice place to put the lower end 
of the rafter while adjusting the top 
end up at the center. Square the top 
end of each high rafter and saw off 
slanting to a point three and _ five- 
eighths inches from the other corner.

for the roof. All rough lumber and no 
paint, except the cupalo which should 
be white so it can be seen for miles 
away. 

Of 400 boards we received in a car- 
load, all but two were over one inch 
thick. You can not afford to plane 
such lumber for that extra one-eighth 
of an inch is worth as much as the 
other seven-eighths of the board.

We grooved our lumber with a home 
made plane that cut a rounded groovy: 
one and one-fourth inches wide. Good 
boards with a knot were grooved from 


each end to the knot and then cut at | 


These ends will just fit against the 
stub post in the top, 33 feet from the 
ground. The bottom end of this stub 
post is to be fixed 32 feet above the 


base line of the barn and exactly over 
the center, using a long string to make 
sure it is centered. It is well to bore 


some quarter-inch holes in the top 
ends of the high rafters so they will 
not split when spiked to the stub post 
at the top. 

This barn should be located on rea- 
sonably level ground so the downhill 
side will not be high and should be 
placed so as many yards and fields 
may be connected to it directly as pos- 
sible, so each kind of stock can come 
and go freely. Make divisions in the 
shed by bolting a strong pole across 
and fixing a loose gate across. These 
can be removed when hauling manure. 
If a shredder is used to fill the waste 
room above the hay a corn crib can be 
made in one end of the shed and the 
eorn husked directly into it. 

Use a 2x4 pine hay track, hanging 
the outer end to a pair of braces reach- 
ing to the corner posts. This track 
is hung with long bolts along up un- 
der the roof to three feet beyond the 

ter of the barn. Don’t buy a hay 


rier but make one of hard wood 
up the greased track each side 

oO. track bolts and carry a rope 
whe nd place to fasten the rope 
under 1 the track and far enough 
apart, le hwise, so the ropes will 


not foul each other. Put a stop block 
on top of lower end of the track. This 
is the handiest hay track made. The 
carrier wil! stay down and when the 
hay is tripped up in the center the 
carrier will come back itself if the 
rope is slackened. The horse end of 
the rope comes out of one of the top 
corners of the hay door to a post out- 
side the hay load. All hay rope teams 
should stand as near the hay load as 
possible so the driver can help clean 
up or hook on the slings. One man 
can mow away all the hay until it gets 
up under the roof. Fill the space 
between the six high poles under the 
centers of the high rafters first. Then 
having a high pile in the center, push 
off the forkfuls as they come up to 
fill the outside. By this plan a hay 
knife is only needed a little at the 
top and to cut a feeding hole down 
each corner to the manger the cattle 
have eaten out. Don’t try to put any 
cross pieces or braces in the hay as it 
will break them all out. 


Make a big door hole so all the hay 
a team can lift will go in. Ten feet 
wide by 16 feet high is not too large 
for hay slings. Nail the boards back 
in the hole when the hay is in and 
don’t make a door. Ten-foot roller 
doors can be placed on the 20-foot sides 
of the shed and ordinarily stand open 
but can be closed to make the barn 
snug ina blizzard. Don’t try to make 
all the cracks in the high part tight 
as the frost from the breath of sixty 
cattle will close cracks two inches 
wide if there are not cracks enough 
for ventilation somewhere and a tight 
barn will make the air unhealthy.

How to Act. 


In the “old country” where a man 
who keeps a noisy cockerel in a resi- 
dence district can be “summoned” for 
keeping a nuisance, and where we have 
seen it recommended that “if purity of 
breed is not required that it is better 
to keep a male of the smaller breed, 
that make little noise” the dissatisfied 
purchasers of “eggs for hatching” 
more frequently take their cases into 
the courts than here where we are 
apt to agree: “If a man deceive me 
once, shame to him; if he deceive me 
twice, shame to me,” and we charge 
the experience columns with the 
amount lost, and try another breeder 
next time. 

Noting the advertisement of Miss G. 
(England) of eggs for hatching, and 
that infertiles would be replaced, Mr. 
R. sent four pounds, twelve shillings, 
about $22.50, for 48 eggs, Buff and 
Black Orpingtons. Only eight chickens 
hatched from these eggs, six Buff and 
two black. Mr. R. thereupon wrote 
Miss G. requesting that his money be 
refunded, and complaining that the 
black chicks were not black, but black 
and white. He said also that the eggs 
were addled but did not desire their 
replacement as he could not sit them 
again. Miss G. replied that she would 
willingly replace the infertile eggs if 
they were returned to her or sent to 
some reliable breeder to be tested. Mr. 
R. stated to the court that he had “bur- 
ied the eggs before this letter was re- 
ceived,” and hfs honor said: “I am 
afraid when you buried the eggs you 
buried your case.” Mr. R.’s evidence 
showed that he was not aware of the 
difference between an addled egg and 
an infertile one, and when his legal 
representative asked how he was to 
know that the eggs should have been 
returned, the answer was, “He was a 
poultry fancier.” Since it was shown 
by the evidence of expert poultrymen 
that it was not the custom to replace 
addled eggs, and that the only protec- 
tion of the poultry breeder has is to in- 
sist that infertile eggs be returned lest 
chicks be hatched from the eggs 
claimed to be infertile, and thus the 
breeder send two sittings for the price 
of one. Mr. R. of course lost his case. 
As to the complaint of the black and 
white chicks, the evidence showed that 
it was the proper color for Black Or- 
pington chicks. Mr. R. not only did 
not know how to act, but he was also 
ignorant of what to expect from the 
eggs. 

Where one has a complaint to 
make of damaged goods, he must pro- 
duce the goods to make good his claim. 
If he pays for infertile eggs, and com- 
plains of the result, he must have the 
eggs to prove his case. A good many 
harsh letters have been written to 
breeders of White Plymouth Rocks be- 
cause at hatching time eggs purchased 
of them produced smoky colored 
chicks. Purchaser often do not know 
that the whitest birds often come from 
these same dark chicks, and they have 
nothing to complain of. “Ignorance 
of the law excuses no one.” Ignorance 
of the common usages of a business do 
not excuse the person, who because 
of such ignorance makes mistakes that 
are annoying or expensive to him. 
Where there is no law in regard to a 
matter the custom of the trade is law, 
and would be held as such if the mat- 
ter went to court.

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it hang about a foot above the heads 
of the chickens. This will protect 
their combs from freezing, and make 
them more comfortable. 

Arrange so as to have some early 
hatches, so you will have strong, ener- 
getic pullets in the mood to lay eggs 
for Thanksgiving pies. After they 
are good sized chicks, in order to push 
them on to this goal, feed them the 
following ration, one part bran, one 
part ground oats, one part crushed 
corn, one-half a part of oil meal. Have 
the miller mix this all together. When 
you feed it, stir it up with the water, 
whey or milk into a dough and it 
will make young chickens bounce. 
They must have a box of wood ashes 
in their house so they can take a 
dust bath every day. By this means 
the mites are kept away and the gen- 
eral health of the hen improved. 
Green bone fed two or three times 
a week is one of the greatest pushers 


I know of to fill the egg basket. Of 
course the hen house must be kept 
clean. Chickens won’t thrive in their 
own filth, Some dry lime sprinkled 


round op the ground is very accept- 
able to the tidy thrifty hen that is 
always on duty. A bit of copperas the 
size of a bean for a bucket of water 
is a good thing once in two weeks 
as they sip their warmed water. 

If there is snow on the ground they 
should be kept in the hen house all 
day. In case they are kept in, get 
a bushel of hay seed and chaff from 
the hay loft and scatter it for them 
on the floor of their prison and they 
will be very happy. 

Beef liver and kidney chopped up 
and sprinkled with cayenne pepper is 
fine for a winter feed when they can 
not get out to be the “early bird” after 
that worm.

The San Jose Scale. 

In his recent address before tlfe Il- 
linois Horticultural Society, Dr. S. A. 
state entomologist, gave the 
following. instructions for preparing 
and applying the California wash 
which he says has been successfully 
used in exterminating the San Jose 
scale in the middle west during the 
past year: 

“Provide 30 pounds of best un- 
slaked lime, 30 pounds of commercial 
powdered sulphur and 30 pounds of 
salt and water sufficient to make 100 
gallons. Heat about five gallons of 
water in an iron kettle, and while 
this is heating weigh out the lime and 
sift the sulphur, keeping the two sepa- 
rate. When the water is ready to 
boil put in the lime and as soon as 
this begins to slake pour in the sul- 
phur, one man stirring the mass dur- 
ing this operation. A violent boiling 
immediately takes place, and water, 
preferably hot should be kept at hand 


Forbes, 


to pour on the boiling mass to pre- 
vent its running over the kettle. Use 
as little water as possible, stir con- 


tinuously, and do not allow the mix- 
ture to boil over. When the lime has 
finished slacking the violent boiling 
ceases, and then the mass should be 


thick and stiff. Keep it steadily boil- 
ing for an hour, or until the lime and 
sulphur have thoroughly entered into 
combination. The mixture will get 
thinner as it boils down and change 
from a deep orange through several 
shades of yellow, en@ing with a deep 
amber color. Now add the thirty 
pounds of salt and boil fifteen or 
twenty minutes longer, steadily stir- 


ring. Then fill the kettle with hot 
water, stir thoroughly, strain half the 


contents into a barrel, and fill this 
up with hot water and spray upon the 
trees immediately. The remainder of 
the mixture in the kettle should be 
kept warm, not necessarily at the boil- 
ing point, until you are ready for the 
next barrel of spray. 

“The points of main importance in 
this process are the following: The 
water must be hot when the lime is 
put into the kettle; the lime must be 
slaking when the sulphur is added; 
the mixture must be constantly stir- 
red; a@ minimum amount of water 
must be used; and the mixture must 
be kept actually boiling, and not mere- 
ly simmering. 

“Do not spray this mixture against 
paint, which may be blackened by the 
sulphur. It is a good plan to blanket 
horses used in the spraying opera- 
tions, as the dried mixture is hard to 
remove from the hair. The undiluted 
mixture should not be left in the 
kettle over night, as it is likely to 
harden and cake and is then worth- 
less. See that barrels and all ap- 
paratus are thoroughly cleaned before 
using the mixture in them, otherwise 
the nozzles are likely to clog. Thor- 
oughly clean kettles, hose, barrels, 
pumps, nozzles, and all apparatus 
when the work with this wash is 
over for the season. 

“For spraying the California wash 
a good tank or barrel pump is neces- 
sary, one with no copper and as few 
brass parts is practicable. With the 
barrel pump use at least thirty-five 
feet of the best black hose, and bam- 
boo spraying rods eight or twelve feet 
long according to the height of the 
trees and the judgment of the opera- 
tor. Vermorel nozzles, either single 
or double, have been found by use to 
give good satisfaction. Use the best 
agitator obtainable with your pump. 
For a fifty-gallon barrel, two iron ket- 
holding at least thirty gallons 
each, are needed in which to cook the 
mixture and heat the water for dilu- 


tles 


tion; but if steam is easily obtained 
the mixture may be cooked in the 
barrel or tank in which it is to be 


used. A convenient stirring paddle 
is made by nailing, to the end of an 
ordinary flat paddle, a block of wood 
wide as the paddle and four to six 
inches deep with the corners and bot- 
fom rounded to fit the bottom of the 
With this it will be found 


easy to crush any lumps formed in the 


pro of cooking. Pass the mixture 
throu 1 good strainer before spray- 
ing, but do not use copper, as the 
chemicals will on eat it up.

This is the one known in economic 
literature as the cherry scale, or the 
Forbes scale, both of which are un- 
satisfactory names; the first, because 
this insect is not by any means con- 
fined to the cherry but infests other 
trees nearly or quite as frequently; 


because it is thought 
it does not infest the Forbeses at all. 
It is very like the San Jose scale 
in appearance, but multiplies less rap- 
idly and is a relatively harmless in- 
sect. It is killed by the California 
wash, the same as the penicious spe- 
cies.” 

We are indebted to Mr. Jas. Handly, 
secretary of the Mississippi Valley Ap- 
ple Growers’ Association for this re- 
port. In sending it to us Mr. Handly 
says: “Had this information been 
published two years ago it would have 
preserved many thousand dollars 
worth of orchards from destruction in 
the middle west.” Our readers are 
advised to preserve this article for 
future reference.

An Old Farmer Talks to the Boys 
About Corn. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

We want to thank you for your sin- 
cere effort to interest the boys in a 
great effort to improve the corn crop 
of the entire corn belt; and I want to 
congratulate you for your courage, 
which has induced you to undertake 
the cultivation of this old field, which 
is now so full of stumps, stones 
ditches and unsightly knolls and hill- 
sides. But the possibilities of paying 
results from this great effort are clear 
beyond the comprehension of the ordi- 
nary corn grower. 

Now boys, my advice to you is for 
you to all enter into this contest to 
win, if possible, and if you cannot win, 
determined to understand why you 
did not; and thus learn enough to 
more than pay you for your effort. 
But, we hear one boy saying, “Who are 
you, anyway, and what do you know?” 
Well, boys, we are very sorry that we 
know so little, and it will not take 
long to tell you enough of that little 
for this occasion; we know that some 
thirty years ago we shipped a carload 
of corn to Chicago every day for nine- 
teen days, all of our own raising; and 
we know that we received a letter 
from our commission man, stating that 
the inspection board informed him 
that the corn weighed 60 pounds to the 
bushel in the tester, and was 
the best corn ever inspected by the 
board. We also know that we had a 
sale on our old farm in Jasper county 
last spring, and there was a big lot 
of seed corn sold, and the lowest price 
paid for any one or more bushels was 
$1.80. This is all we know today. 

Now, I want to tell you a few things 
that you must learn as soon as pos- 
sible. Some ears of corn have the ears 
well enameled, so that they will not 
readily be affected by damp weather. 
Some ears have a soft, spongy cob, 
which retains much moisture until late 
in the season, and then absorbs moist- 
ure very readily while in the crib, if 
exposed. Still other ears have hard, 
woody cobs, which are comparatively 
free from moisture early in the sea- 
son; such corn may be cribbed earlier 
and will keep much better than the 
corn with soft and soggy cob. Now, 
you must learn to know and be able to 
pick up either one of these different 
ears by sight, without first handling it. 
You must also learn when you go 
into the field to select seed corn by 
close observation of the stalk, the husk 
and everything else—just which kind 
of an ear you will get when you husk 
one. This you will not be able to do 
except with the variety of corn that 
you grow, and with which you are fa- 
miliar.

Calves. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Keep the calves growing and com- 
fortable. Allow them to be out during 
pleasant and sunshiny days, but see 
that they are housed when cold, biting 
winds blow, also from rain and snow. 
They should be provided with snug 
stalls into which the sunlight can en- 
ter. Remember the calf makes the 
cow of the future, and the feed and 
general management should be such as 
will give full development to all parts 
of the system. 

They will need extra care during the 
cold season, but the care will be well 
repaid during the coming season. 
Groom the calves, from the very first. 
Handle them kindly, daily; they will 
soon become accustomed to it, and if 
kept up until mature, much of the ner- 
vousness which we see in the young 
cow will be done away with. 

If the calves are to be kept for dairy 
uses, see that they have all qualifica- 
tions for a place in the dairy herd. 
Examine the udder at suitable age, 
and see that there is no malformation; 
occasionally one will be found with 
three or five teats, always an unde- 
sirable number; sometimes there will 
be a double teat, which would prove a 
troublesome feature in the mature an- 
imal. So it is better to discard all 
such, pedigree or no pedigree.

The Dairy. 


Our readers are invited to contribute their 
experience to this department.

Prof. Haecker and the Dairy Cow. 

Professor Haecker, of the University 
of Minnesota, is a recognized author- 
ity on everything that pertains to the 
breeding and feeding of the dairy cow 
and, therefore, his paper, read last 
month at the annual meeting of the 
Minnesota State Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion, is of more than usual interest 
and we give in substance its main 
points. 

After eleven years’ special study of 
dairy breeds, he has come to the con- 
clusion, and a wise one, surely, that 
“after all, the breeder has played only 
a secondary part in the past; that cli- 
mate, environment and the character 
of the people with reference to meth- 
ods of handling have had quite as 
much, if not more, to do with tne grad- 
ual development of the dairy cow.” 


He then cites the Holstein, grown 
on rank grasses on the seashore with 
excess of moisture in the air, grass and 
soil, as an example of the effects of en- 
vironment—a large cow, giving a large 
quantity of milk with a large amount 
of water and deficient in butter fat, of 
course. He gives us a further illus- 
tration which we have not heard be- 
fore, that in the island of Jersey cows 
grown in the south on low places have 
less fat in their milk than those grown 
on the high lands, but points out also 
the fact that intelligent breeding has 
had much to do in correcting environ- 
ment. Discussing the type of the dairy 
cow, he says: 

“It has been clearly demonstrated 
that a roomy middle piece is the un- 
failing index of a large feeder, and 
that the weight of an animal measures 
the requirements for food of mainte- 
nance, and the greater the amount of 
food consumed over and above that 
needed for body support, the greater 
the productive capacity. It therefore 
follows that the two essential and vital 
points in the dairy cow are a large 
middle and light quarters. From an 
economic point of view it does not mat- 
ter what the color markings are, 
whether her back is straight or sways, 
whether her tail is long or short, her 
horns straight or crumpled, her hcok 
points high or low, her body cylindrical 
or flat; these are mere fancies and are 
not essential points.” 

As desirable points to be added, if 
possible, to the deep bodied, spare cow, 
he mentions a quiet disposition and an 
easy milker with long, but not cone- 
shaped teats. He does not consider the 
size of the udder as at all important, 
but does think that the size of the milk 
veins and the depth of the milk wells 
are of much greater importance, and 
adds: 

“So after having gone over the va- 
rious points of the cow we find only 
two unfailing indices, namely, a roomy 
middle piece assuring a good and large 
feeder, and an angular frame, requir- 
ing relatively a small amount of nu- 
triment for maintenance of body, and 
hence a maximum amount of nutri- 
ment available for dairy product.” 

He thinks the production of dairy 
cows of this type would be a compara- 
tively easy matter if people could free 
their minds from fads and fallacious 
theories; that many of the laws of 
breeding as laid down in books are 
flimsy, lacking authentic proof; that 
one of the chief stumbling blocks is 
the point claimed to indicate constitu- 
tion. “An animal deep in the brisket, 
with broad shoulders and fore legs far 
apart, has no more stamina or endur- 
ance than one with a narrow, sharp 
shoulder, and ewe neck. In fact, the 
latter, as a rule, has more nerve and 
endures longer.” Take, for example, 
the Channel Islanu Ayrshire cattle 
which are of this type and are remark- 
ably free from constitutional disease 
and on their native soil are absolutely 
free from any contagious disease. 

He advocates in-breeding, which is 
the only point on which we would 
think of differing with him. His ad- 
vice with reference to growing dairy 
calves is practically that which has 
been recommended for years in these 
columns, and to refresh the minds of 
our readers we quote it in full: 

“Calves have been removed from the 
dam about the second day and given 
her milk for a period of from 7 to 10; 
the same length of time has been taken 
to change them from whole to skim

unknown. I am running a creamery 
and have put in thirty cows; it is im-

portant, therefore, that I feed a bal- 
anced ration.” 


Your subscriber should feed a bal- 
anced ration if he expects to get the 
best results from his dairy cows. Un- 
fortunately the nitrogenous feeds men- 
tioned are very high in price. It is 
just possible that by the addition of 
some gluten feed he would be able to 
get the same results at a smaller cost. 

He will find a ration composed of the 
following amounts of the various feeds 
to give him good results. Clover hay 
from 12 to 16 lbs., corn 6 lbs., oats 3 
lbs., bran 3 lbs., and oil meal 1 Ib. 

Bran at $18 per ton is rather high in 
price. If your subscriber would buy 
gluten feed and feed the following ra- 
tion he would get as good results and 
have a cheaper ration. Clover hay, 10 
Ibs., timothy hay 5 lbs., gluten feed 4 
Ibs., oats 2 lbs. This will supply as 
much protein and for less money. Feed 
the grain ration in two equal feeds

To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Supposing that the shallow or open 
system as it is called is used, we offer 
some suggestions which we have found 
satisfactory in our Own experience. 
The best plan is to strain the milk 
as soon as drawn, so that if any stray 
dirt be in it it will not have time 
to dissolve. Strain through two strain- 
ers, a wire gauge or common strainer 
and one of thin-cloth or muslin. If 
one has never tried this way it will 
be a surprise, the sediment which will 
be found adhering to the cloth strain- 
er, uniess the milker is exceptionally 
careful. 

Milk should not be covered as soon 
as strained; but is best left uncovered 
for half an hour in summer, and ten 
minutes in cold weather, so the animal 
heat can escape. If the habit has been 
to cover milk vessels immediately 
after the milk is strained into them, a 
glance will show the covers dark and 
discolored unless cleaned often or daily, 
by absorption of vapors arising from 
the warm milk, and an unpleasant, 
mouldy, almost undefinable smell will 
be found clinging to them, and a simi- 
lar odor will be imparted to the milk 
they protect. 

The atmosphere or temperature in 
which milk is kept should be as uni- 
form as possible. A stone dairy house 
is the best kind known possessing this 
desirable feature. Milk should be kept 
at a low temperature as is possible 
during warm weather, and if ice can 
not be had then the milk vessel should 
be kept immersed to one-half of its 
depth in cold water, which should be 
changed twice during the day at least. 
A long wooden box or trench, or the 
trench may be of stone, is best adapted 
for this purpose, the water being 
drawn off through an opening at one 
end. If water can be led into it by a 
pipe from a neighboring spring, and a 
constant current can be kept up, no 
better situation can be desired. No 
care will be needed except to cleanse 
the trench occasionally. This is best 
done by treating with washing soda 
or lye, and scalding afterward. 

Milk should be skimmed when the 
first sign of acidity is detected, and 
not be allowed to become thick and 
clabbered before skimming. When ad- 
ditions are made to the cream already 
in the cream jar, or can, stir all well 


together. If the cream for one 
churning can all be collected at 
about the same time it will ripen 


more evenly and the flavor of the but- 
ter produced will be improved. Slow 
and scant additions of cream, also too 
low or too high temperature tend 
to produce bitter or disagreeable flav- 
ors in the butter. The first plan is 
practicable only where several cows 
are kept; if only one or two are kept 
this can not be done. By the addi- 
tion of strippings the amount of cream 
may be swelled sooner, but care must 
be taken to bring the strippings to 
the same temperature as the cream al- 
ready collected, or a curdled, half 
scalded compound will be the result, 
and from which the dairyman can not 
hope to get the best results. 

The delicate aroma so desirable in 
butter is due to the ripening process. 
Butter made from sweet cream does

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not have this delicate flavor. It is 
during the ripening of cream that 
certain changes take place. Some of 
them are understood and others are 
not. Cream contains generally a large 
number of bacteria, yeasts and mold. 
These are the active agents in ripen- 
ing. It may be inquired how so many 
“agents” find their way into the cream 
after all precautions are taken. Some 
come from the hairs of the cow, some 
from the air, and also from the milk 
vessels, etc., so that by the time the 
cream is all gathered it contains or- 
ganisms enough, and to these the ripen- 
ing process is due. 

A dairy thermometer is almost in- 
dispensible in doing work and every 
home where dairy work is done should 
possess one. As the cold weather ap- 
proaches it will be necessary to raise 
the temperature of the cream. Many 
do this by adding hot water to tne 
cream when beginning to churn; the 
better way, we think, is to immerse 
the cream for two-thirds its depth in 
hot water, stirring often, so that the 
contents may become evenly warmed 
throughout.

Churning. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

One can delay the “doing” of many 
things without loss, but to put off 
churning when the cream is “just 
right” is not in the Ifst if your stan- 
dard is high; and it should be. Let 
your aim be high and then try to at- 
tain it by due attention to details. 
Do not make the mistake either of 
thinking that butter is made by churn- 
ing, but realize that it is being made 
from the time the milk is drawn until 
it is churned. No amount of “doctor- 
ing” will cure a poor quality of butter. 
It is of the utmost importance that the 
churn be scrupulously clean and sweet 
smelling before using; and in order to 
have it so, wash immediately after 
using, scald and set it where it will 
be thoroughly aired and dried. Rins- 
ing in lime water occasionally is a 
benefit and will remove the musty 
odors which sometimes linger around 
churns. Some dairymen put cold 
water into the churn, after cleansing; 
this is not to be recommended as a 
very unpleasant odor will be develop- 
ed in a day or two, especially if the 
weather be warm. After scalding the 
churn preparatory to using, rinse 
afterward in cold water, or else a 
“woody” smell will be imparted to 
the cream. All wooden utensils used 
in dairy work should be washed in 
tepid water first, and afterwards scald- 
ed, rinsed and dried. Never use the 
dish cloth about dairy work. If a 
cloth must be used let it be put to that 
one use alone. Woodén ware can be 
cleansed more rapidly, neatly and sat- 
isfactorily with the aid of a brush, 
either rice straw or bristle, and one 
should be kept for this purpose alone, 

If a concussion churn is used, when 
the butter begins to come—when about 
the size of a grain of wheat—the 
churn should not be stopped for five or 
more minutes, or until all the gran- 
ules rise to the top; the buttermilk 
must then be drained off and cold 
water added to work the butter in the 
churn. A skimmer may be used to 
remove the butter from the churn, 
which should be when it is firm and 
well rinsed. Let the butter which is 
now in the granular state be drained 
and then salted with the best dairy 
salt. We prefer to salt butter after 
it is removed from the churn rather 
than brine-salt it. We salt at the 
rate of one and one-half ounces of 
salt to tne pound and think it adds 
to the keeping qualities of the butter 
better than the ounce to the pound 
method and patrons find no fault with 
our butter so prepared. Work lightly, 
just enough to incorporate the salt 
evenly; do not mash and smear it; 
press it, touch it lightly and daintily, 
shape it, or cut into any desired shape 
and pack it ready for market; and the 
sooner it is delivered to customers the 
better. 

The delicate aroma which all well 
made butter has is very evanescent, 
and when made into rolls or packages, 
by exposure to the air soon loses this 
delicate flavor. Cold storage does not 
help to retain this flavor. Packing in 
jars so as to exclude the air is the 
only way to retain it. The market 
value of butter depends upon its flavor, 
more than any other quality. Appear- 
ance should be given due prominence, 
but flavor is paramount.

Tried Recipes. 
To HEARTS AND HOMES: 


Baked Indian Pudding. Take three 
spoons corn meal and stir it into one 
pint of boiling water, letting it boil 
ten minutes. Add two pints of milk, 
one-half cup sugar, one-half cup whole 
raisins, one tablespoon butter or meat 
dripping, one egg and one scant tea- 
spoon allspice or other flavoring. Bake 
slowly three hours, stirring occasional- 
ly. When cold the juice will be jellied. 

Apple Johnny Cake. Sift together 
one cup cornmeal, one-half cup flour 
and two-thirds spoon soda. Add one 
cup butter milk or clabbered milk, 
one large spoon sugar, salt to suit. 
Stir and then add two tablespoons of 
shortening. Beat well and add one 
cup chopped sweet apples. If the 
apples are sour use a little more 
sugar. 

Buttermilk Cake. Take one tea- 
spoon baking powder and one-half to 
two-thirds teaspoon of soda (accord- 
ing to the acidity of the milk) and 
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sift into one and a half cups of flour. 
Add one egg, One cup sugar, a little 
salt, one cup of milk. Then beat and 
add one heaping spoon of melted but- 
ter and flavoring to taste. Beat well 
and bake in layer tins. You may 
have to use a little more or less flour. 
If egzs are scarce and butter also, use 
meat dri* ngs for shortening, leave 
out the r, add one-half teaspoon 
cloves, one teaspoon cinnamon and a 
half cup of fruit.

Watermelon Cake: For the white 
part take two cups sugar, three-fourths 
cups butter, two-thirds cup sweet milk 
whites of four eggs, three cups flour 
one and a half teaspoons baking pow 
der. For the red part use one-third cup 
milk, two cups flour, yolks of four eggs 
one-half pound whole raisins, one table- 
spoon baking powder. Place the red 
batter in the center of the cake pan 
and the white around it. 

Sausage for Summer Use: Fry the 
sausage in small cakes as usual and 
place them in tin cans, half-gallon 
ones are the handiest. Those which 
have been used for fruit, etc., are good 
enough, if not too much worn or rusty. 
Cover the sausage with hot lard and 
seal as fruit. When wanted for use re- 
move the cover, set the can on the stove 
and let remain until the lard is melted 
The cakes can then be taken out with- 
out breaking and when heated will look 
and taste like fresh sausage. Keep the 
cans in a cool, dry place. 

Pot Roast: Take about five pounds 
of rump of beef and put in an iron pot 
Pour over it one cup of vinegar and one 
of water and season with one onion, 
pepper and salt to taste. Cover closely 
and let steam till dry. Then turn the 
meat and let roast until brown; then 
add one pint of water. Mix one table- 
spoon of flour and a lump of butter and 
stir into the water to niake the gravy. 
About two hours will be required td 
cook the meat. 

Stewed Duck: Clean and divide the 
duck as for fricassee. Put it into a 
saucepan with several slices of ham, 
or salt pork minced fine. Cover closely 
and let stew slowly for an hour. Then 
stir in a large ovion chopped fine, halt 
a teaspoon of powdered sage, same of 
parsley, one tablespoon catsup, salt and 
pepper to taste. Stew until thoroughly 
tender, then add some browned flour 
mixed to a paste with water and a 
pinch of sugar. Boil up once and serve. 

Johnny Cake: Take one quart of 
buttermilk, one teacup flour, two- 
thirds teacup molasses, a little salt, one 
teaspoon soda, one egg beaten light. 
Then stir in the meal, being careful not 
to put in too much. Let it be almost 
thin enough to run. Bake in a quick 
oven. This will be excellent if the bat- 
ter is not too thick. Use more soda if 
the milk is very sour.

faith. In dealing with them you will 
have large need of patience. If you 
become impatient with them, impatient 
with their disorderliness, or with their 
weakness, you will lose your grip on 
them to your own misfortune and 
theirs, too.

the Gentiles at least, of the Old Testa- 
ment ard no opportunity of reading 
the New (for this epistle to the Thes- 
salonians is certainly the first of Paul’s 
epistles and most likely of the books 
of the New Testament), with their low 


intelligence and scant opportunities, 
should feel like getting back at the 
fellow who had done them wrong, 


whether he belonged to their church 
or the Jewish synagogue, or worship- 
ed in the heathen temple. Therefore. 
Paul particularly urges the preachers 
and elders and members to see to it 
that under no circumstances any mem- 
ber of that church returns evil for evil, 
or, aS we would say, gets back at the 
fellow who has done him wrong, much 
less carry a knife up his sleeve. 
With the Old Testament before us, 
and especially with the New in every 
house, explained every Sabbath in the 
church, taught in the Sabbath school, 


and read every day in the home, 
whether there is or not, there ought 
to be no need for this injunction. 


After nineteen hundred years the ex- 
perienced Christian ought to know bet- 
ter than to return evil for evil and 
the members of the Christian church 
ought to recognized by their fail- 
ure to return evil for evil as their 
most distinguishing mark. On the other 
hand, he enjoins them to ever follow 
that which is good, which means as we 
it, to earnestly endeavor to do 
good even to those that would do 
you evil, whether they be members of 
your church, or the Jewish synagogue, 
or the heathen around you. So long 
as this spirit of getting back, so deep- 
ly rooted in human nature, prevails in 
the Christian church, the gospel must 
not expect to make great progress. 
While Moses taught that an eye for 
an eye and a tooth for a tooth was 
the only effective principle in civil 
government, he .taught that directly 
the opposite was the only right meth-

od in private life; “love your neigh- 
bor as your self.”” Psalmist and proph- 
ets point out in countless instances 
that the principle of rendering evil 


for evil was not only foolish and wick- 
ed but self-destructive, while the Sa- 
viour and His apostles emphasize this 


perhaps more than any other precept 
of Christian practice. 

Paul can not restrain the note of 
joy in the 16th verse: ‘“‘Rejoice ever- 
more;”’ nor the need of continual pray- 
er: “Pray without ceasing;” nor the 
necessity of constant thanksgiving to 
the Almighty for His mercies both 


temporal and spiritual, believing as 
he did that all things worked together 
for good to them that love God, to 
those that are called according to 
His purpose (Romans 8:28, Ephesians. 
5:20). This was a fundamental part 
of Paul’s religion, his conception of 
the Divine government with reference 
to His children. It was, in short, 
go right ahead, do the very best that 
you know how, endure all that comes 
patiently; the Lord looking after 
you and will bring everything around 
right in the end; or, to paraphrase 
it more closely, give thanks for what- 
ever thing may come, for whatever 
comes, comes according to the will of 
God in Christ concerning you.

lonica, and hence Paul says: “Quench 
not the Spirit. Despise not prophesy- 
ings.” There were people there who 
believed that they had a large meas- 
ure of the spirit of God and who 
might seem to others to be extrava- 
gant in their expressions of religious 
joy and in their statements of relig- 
ious truth, and there was probably a 
feeling on the part of many that this 


should be suppressed, just as many 
people nowadays would like to sup- 
press shouting and hearty amens, and 
seemingly extravagant manifestations 
of religious joy. Paul says do not 
do that; let them shout; let them 
tell the story of their religious life 
in their own way. Others would, no 
doubt, want to do a good deal of 


preaching and this would be regarded 


by another class as irregular, just 
as Aaron complained to Moses that 
Eldad and Medad prophesied without 


the camp instead of in it, preaching 
in an irregular way. Moses replied: 
“Would God that all the Lord’s people 
were prophets. In short, Paul says: 
Do not suppress these spiritual mani- 
festations: do not despise these gifts

of teaching. What you want to do 
is to “prove all things: hold fast that 
which is good.” It is the truth that

Test it. prove it, establish 
the truth and hold fast to that. It 
is truth that you want, not merely 
talk. It is truth lived that you want, 
not merely truth professed. 

In the 22d verse, he 
“abstain from all appearance of 
evil;” not merely abstain from doing 
things that are in themselves evil, 
but things that outwardly have the 
appearance if it and hence may be 
readily be mistaken for the evil; in 
other words, be exceedingly careful 
in all that you do lest you give oc- 
casion to men to speak lightly of the 
Christian religion. “And the very God

The 
word “sanctify” here evidently means 
consecration to the Christian life and 
work, and the result of this is the

by the faithfulness of God if you 
also are willing to do it. 


Concluding, he pleads for the pray-

faith. “Greet all the brethren with 
an holy kiss,” which translated into 
modern English means treat each other

Then follows the instruction that 
this epistle be very widely disseminat- 
ed, that every one may read it, and 
closes with the usual apostolic bene- 
diction.

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Worms in Shoats. 

An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“My hogs are very wormy, do not 
have a very good appetite, and want 
to root all the time. I do not know 
what to give them. I swill them with 
wheat and oats ground together and 
have all summer and fall, and yet 
have the poorest shoats I ever raised. 
If you can prescribe something to kill 
the worms, it will be appreciated.” 

The hog is subject to a great va- 
riety of worms, among which may be 
mentioned the thorn headed worm, 
the pin worm, the long thread worm, 
two others with long Latin names 
which we do not care to give, an- 
other called strongylus dentatus which 
lives in the intestines, strongylus elon- 
gatus which lives in the lungs, the 
kidney worm, the round worm, and if 
these are not enough, the trichina. 

The most common is_ the round 
worm similar, we take it, to the 
worms found in children and for which 
the old grandmothers give pumpkin 
seed tea. If we had enough pumpkin 
seeds to go around, what is good for 
the child would be good for tne pig. 
Our correspondent’s hogs are rooting, 
hoping to find something to relieve 
them of the worms. 

Various remedies are suggested, the 
most common being fluid extract of 
spigelia and senna given in half ounce 
doses every four hours until it causes 
purging. Another is worm seed Oil 
in doses of from five to ten drops in 
a tablespoonful of castor oil. An- 
other is turpentine given in doses of 
ten or fifteen drops three times a 
day followed by castor oil or epsom 
salts. 

The best remedy we have ever tried 
is santonin, which is the basis of 
most worm remedies for man or beast 
and calomel. We have been almost 
afraid to recommend this again be- 
cause one of our subscribers by giving 
an overdose killed a lot of his hogs 
last year. However, as we know of noth- 
ing better, we will venture it again, 
this time following a _ prescription 
given by Dr. Niles in the Farmer some 
three or four years ago, as follows: 

“For a 40 or 50 pound pig, give 
four grains of santonin with fifteen 
grains of calomel in the morning for 
three consecutive days. It should be 
well mixed in a small amount of slop 
and given before the other feed is 
eaten. If the calomel causes too free 
purging on the second day, delay the 
third dose for a day of two.” 

Particular attention must be given 
to the direction to have the calomel 
and santonin thoroughly mixed in 
the swill else too large an amount of 
it may be taken with fatal results. 
The method we adopted with a large 
herd of hogs one time was to cake 
santonin and sprinkle it as evenly as 
possible over a layer of about an inch 
of shelled corn in the slop bucket, 
simply moistened with water, then put 
on another inch of corn and sprinkle 
again until the bucket was about two- 
thirds full, then stir the whole thor- 
oughly together so as to give an even 
distribution. The day following that 
we administered calomel in the same 
way, and in three days there were no 
symptoms of worms, whatever, but the 
skeletons of worms all around the 
yard. 

Perhaps the method recommended 
by Dr. Niles is easier and better, but 
the essential point is to secure a thor- 
ough distribution which can best be 
secured by mixing the calomel and 
santonin together in the proportions 
mentioned, then sprinkling it as even- 
ly as possible over the swill, then mix 
it all together thoroughly by pouring 
from one vessel into another and giv- 
ing it before feeding in the morning 
when the hogs are somewhat hungry. 
This, our correspondent may be sure, 
will do the business. 

We treat this matter publicly be- 
cause we are quite well satisfied that 
a great deal of the disease known as 
hog cholera is simply a bad form of 
worms, and when the worms are once 
destroyed the symptoms of so-called 
cholera abate. We must not be under- 
stood, however as saying that worms 
are the cause of cholera. They are 
not. The only cause of cholera is 
the introduction of the cholera germ 
into the system, but we are quite well 
satisfied that many of the so-called 
cases of hog cholera are nothing more 
than a bad case of worms. 
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Number of Hogs to Follow Cattle. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

A subscriber asks how many hun- 
dred pounds of hogs he ought to 
count on to follow the fattening steer. 
He is planning to start his cattle on 
feed next fall and we presume he 
wants to plan on the number of pigs 
to raise this spring. 

The question of how many shoats 
should be allowed in feed yard to fol- 
low fattening steers is one which can 
not be answered by any hard and 
fast rule. In a general way these 
facts may be always used with profit 
by the feeder. here is always a cer- 
tain amount of waste experienced in 
feeding corn to cattle. If whole 
grain is used this usually is about 
twenty-five per cent of the corn fed. 
For example, a car load of twenty 
steers on full feed of shelled corn 
will consume from _ twenty-five to 
twenty-eight pounds of shelled corn 
per day. Smaller cattle eat less in 
proportion to their weight. Say, 
then, you are feeding ten bushels of 
corn each day, you must expect a 
waste of not less than two bushels of 
corn. 

Now the question is, “How best 
overcome this waste?” In my expe- 
rience the most satisfactory way is 
to have a few more shoats in the feed 
yard than just enough to secure the 
waste, and feed the hogs a little on 
the side. The usual number allowed 
in most feed yards is two shoats to 
each steer. This number may be 
doubled or even trebled with good ad- 
vantage if the feeder has the hogs. 
The exercise the hog gets in the feed 
yard is good for his health and by 
feeding a little extra you will find 
your hogs will do better than if you 
depend upon just a sufflcient number 
to clean up after the cattle. 

The best weight is a shoat weighing 
from seventy up to one hundred fifty 
pounds. If too small when you start 
feeding they do not seem to do as 
well, nor do they fatten as well from 
one hundred fifty or two hundred as 
before. I would say then when ready 
to start your cattle on feed, have on 
hand from twenty-five to forty thrifty 
shoats weighing from fifty to eighty 
pounds, ard let them start with the 
steers. Add to the grain they get in 
the feed yard some feed of a different 
variety, say cats and barley meal with 
a little oil meal unless they are on 
grass when the oil meal will not be 
necessary. 

Take the same care in looking after 
your hogs as you do with the steers 
and you will find when the steers are 
ready for market that you have a fine 
drove of hogs at little cost, which you 
can market at any time, or _ feed 
longer by themselves as you may de- 
sire, or the market may warrant. I 
have gaired this opinion by observa- 
tion; if there is too small a number 
of hogs in feed yard to the steer, the 
hogs get no variety of feed, grow too 
small boned, get chuffy and lazy, and 
are not so rugged or lusty. They are 
more apt to get injured and more lia- 
ble to disease. 

More hogs, more exercise, more 
grass, and a greater variety of feed 
brings better results.

Speltz and Barley for Pigs. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

A subscriber at Eddyville, Iowa, in 
sending in $2 to pay his subscription 
for three years, writes: 

“Please give me the feeding value of 
speltz and barley for pigs and fatten- 
ing hogs, as compared with corn. We 
are feeding 5 head, averaging 175 Ibs., 
and 60 fall shoats for wintering. The 
shoats are following fat cattle. We 
had thought of grinding corn and bar- 
ley for pushing the fat hogs. What

sults? Corn is 35 cents, bar! 35 

cents, oil meal $26 per ton, speltz un- 

known. Speltz is a new feed to us, and 
we have several hundred bushe! 

Barley is largely used as a feed for 


fattening hogs and from the experj- 


ments reported to date it has beep 
found to be somewhat inferior to corn, 
Corn is considered to be about eight 
per cent more valuable than barley for 
hog feeding purposes. Speltz is a new 
feed and so far as the writer is aware 
no data is recorded giving its value ay 
a hog feed. The writer has done some 


work here in feeding speltz to sheep 
and found it to be worth about twenty- 
six cents per bushel of thirty-five 
pounds when corn was worth forty 
cents per bushel for sheep feeding pur- 
poses. A ration composed of corn and 
ground barley equal parts by weight 
should give good results when fed to 
hogs. Some feeders consider the addi- 
tion of about 10 per cent oil meal to 
the grain ration to be profitable. In 
our work here we found the addition 
of about twenty per cent of digester 
tankage to be very profitable in finish- 
ing hogs for market.

Gasoline Engines. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

I am now using my second .gasoline 
engine. My first engine was one of 
two and a half horse power, and I, 
like, no doubt a great many others, 
learned later that a gasoline engine 
is just like a steam engine or any 
other motive power—if you have a 
small engine it will-nearly always be 
crowded, and crowding any kind of 
machinery will greatly lessen its life. 
Such was my experience. We are al- 
ways in the habit of looking at the 
first cost. We may save quite a sum 
on first cost, but we find that we are 
saving in the wrong place, for we will 
soon learn that our small engine will 
not stand the racket. A small en- 
gine may be all right for running a 
cream separator or churn, but for 
grinding feed I find that it takes more 
power than I expected, and usually 
after we have an engine there is some 
other work that we want to do 
with it. 

About eight months ago, I bought 
a six-horse gasoline engine. I can 
grind from six to twelve bushels of 
shelled corn, or small grain per hour, 
or saw wood with a circular saw at a 
cost I don’t think exceeds seventy-five 
cents per day of ten hours, figuring 
gasoline at eleven cents per gallon. 
A gasoline engine is always ready for 
work whether the wind blows or not. 
My six-horse engine does the work 
easy, and with plenty of power to 
spare. Besides grinding and shelling, 
I also pump water out of a 220-foot 
drilled well with a 34-inch cylinder 
with from 12 to 14 inch stroke, at the 
rate of 30 to 40 strokes per minute. 

By all means when you buy an en- 
gine, better figure on one or two- 
horse more than you really think you 
need, because one had better have a 
little power left than not have enough.

Engines and Grinders. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 


To the Birmingham subscriber who 
asks it if will pay him to get an en- 
gine and a feed grinder and do his 
own grinding or keep on paying five 
cents a bushel for having feed ground, 
I will say I have done my own grind- 
ing for many years. I has used a 
gasoline engine for many kinds of 
farm work more than two years and 
would unhesitatingly say it will pay 
any man that raises 125 hogs a year 
to have a feed grinder of his own. Un 
doubtedly there are horses and cattle 
kept on the farm that will utilize 
ground feed to good advantage. 

In the first place I think it increases 
the feeding value from 25 to 30 per 
cent to grind it. Five cents a bushel 
for grinding is not all the expense as 
it must be taken away and some times 
another trip has to be made to get 
it again; and to handle ground feed in 
bags or barrels or even loose in the 
wagon box is pretty hard on wearing 
apparel. Then there are times of the 
year when it is not best to have 
much ground feed on hand at a time, 
so that for the up-to-date farmer most 
things point to his having his own 
feed grinder. 

I much prefer the fast running 
grinder which can be operated indoors 
in small space. With me a goodly 
part of the grinding is done in inclem- 
ent weather; if there has been a week 
or more of good weather and a little 
storm of some kind stops out of door 
work there is a a little job of an hour 
or so with the feed grinder. My 
grinder has_ seven-inch reversible 
burrs running 550 revolutions per min- 
ute. At first I used a sweep power 
to run the grinder with but that was 
a kind of a dry weather, solid ground 
arrangement and was soon disposed 
of and a tread power obtained tnat 
could be used inside and was a de- 
cided improvement. Thinking gaso- 
line engines had passed the experi- 
mental stage, I wanted one, thinking 
it would put some finishing touches 
to stylish farming and be useful as 
well as ornamental. I got one and get- 
ting that engine was like getting mar- 
ried—after one had tried it they won- 
dered why they put it off so long. 

Mine was the first engine in the 
neighborhood, so there was no experi- 
enced person here to help me out. 
The manufacturers gave me pointers 
and directions and told me to go at 
it and learn and not be afraid of hurt- 
ing the engine as it was not mine 
unless I could operate it successfully. 
That greatly encouraged me for it 
showed that the makers had great 
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in the engine so I went at it. 
At first there were some little trying 


faith 


of the 
willing 


times but I was soon master 
situation. The engine is a 
worker, and is ready for business 
every day in the year, and costs a 
little less than one cent for gasoline 
to grind a bushel of grain. I do not 
keep the engine just for grinding but 
it pumps the water for the farm, 
shells the corn, churns, runs the grind- 
stone, sickle grinder, etc. When 
started and properly adjusted it will 
run for hours without an attendant, 
making it the handiest and cheapest 
power on the farm. Some say wind 
power is cheaper, but I say it is not 
a fair comparison to put a windmill 
that will work only under favorable 
condition against an engine that will 
work any or all the time. The inside 
parts of gasoline egines are as much 
alike as two guns. All that any gas 
engine can do is to use the gasoline 
and give back the power. Hence the 
outside trimmings of engines is where 


the greatest difference lies. The one 
with the least movable parts on the 
outside and that uses the simplest 


form of getting the gasoline into the 
engine cylinder is the desirable en- 
gine. The four cycle engine is the 
favorite, the two cycle being less used 
and more complicated for the same 
power. There are double and t'inl> 
cylinder engines made but they do 
not seem to be very popular among 
the farmers.

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Seed Corn Questions. 
lo WALLACES’ FARMER: 

Throughout the corn belt there is a 
wide spread and earnest discussion of 
the improvement in yield and quality 
of that staple crop of corn. The first 
thought that comes to the corn grower 
is, What constitutes inprovement? In- 
crease of yield without loss of quality 
will be conceded by all to be progress. 
Whoever urges the use of “improved” 
seed corn should be able to tell why 
it deserves that description. The pro- 
ducer of seed corn must have a wide 
intelligence as well as strict honesty. 
It requires both to render satisfactory 
service to his customers. There are 
three questions which must be correct- 
ly answered by the seed corn buyer 
himself, or by some one for him. 

First, for what use is the crop in- 
tended; is it to be fed to stock on 
the farm of the producer, or sold as 
grain? Second, in what latitude of 
the corn belt does the grower live, 
northern, central or southern? Third, 
what is the character of the soil of his 
particular farm? Each of these ques- 
tions gives rise to others as details 
of either the feeding or marketing of 


the crop are carefully considered. Ex- 
perience and observation teach that 


these questions must be correctly an- 
swered if satisfactory results are to 
be obtained. 

I believe there is a large amount 
of practical experience available 
among the readers of this paper that 
ought to be collected and classified. 
Agricultural college experts and intel- 
ligent seed corn growers are doing 
earnest work along lines of improve- 
ment, but only among the broad 
fields, the feed yards and elevators of 
the corn belt can their experimental 
ideas be verified. During years of ex- 
perience in sending out seed corn, 
reading of farm papers and engaging 
in and listening to discussions of the 
subject in institutes ard other farm- 
ers’ meetings, some definite questions 
about corn growing have come up for 
solution. I ask your readers to read 
them carefully and see if their ex- 
perience can not furnish or help fur- 
nish the answer to one or more. 
Among the many that I have in mind, 


I will present at this time the fol- 
lowing: 
1. Why does white corn on clay 


soils or on exhausted prairie soils yield 
better than yellow? 

2. Is there any connection between 
the size and shape of the cob and the 
size and shape of the stalk? 

3. Has red corn or varieties in 
which it shows strongly. characteris- 
tics which are distinct from varieties 
of other colors? 

4. What varieties have most pala- 


tability as judged by the way stock. 


eat it? 

5. Have you ever tried whether 
palatability as determined by your 
taste corresponded with that shown 


by the farm animals? 

6. Which is the more palatable to 
either human or animal taste, the .va- 
rieties rich in starch or rich in pro- 
tein? 

7. When seed corn is introduced 
from another locality, how much of 
the improvement shown is due only 
to the change of seed, regardless of 
better qualitv? 

8. If a farmer has a satisfactory 
variety of corn except that it is defi- 
cient in one or two points, which of the 
following had he better do: Introduce 
seed of the sort he wants, or under- 
take to breed it up bv selection 
throneh several years? Can he suc- 
cessfully grade it up by mixing with 
his own seed a per cent of a similar 
variety but strong in the points where 
his was deficient? 

9. If bushels alone are wanted. re- 


gardless of other points, is it best 
to plant one varietv or mix several 
together in the planter boxes? 


10. What variety of type of corn 
is preferable where it may stand in 
crib several years before feeding or 


marketing? 

11. Should the corn grower in the 
northern part of the corn belt, where 
short seasons induce flintiness, correct 
it bv selection in his own fields or 
locality or bv introducing seed from 
localities farther south? 


12. Can the breeding of corn be car- 


ried to a point where the ideal ear 
is produced at the expense of consti- 
tutional vigor, as is sometimes the 
case with pvre bred live stock? 

T hope Wallaces’ Farmer readers 
will be willing to tell all they know 


in answer to the preceding questions. 
Recall your experience and see if on 
one or more of these points you have 
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not some definite, practical experience.
